REPORT 

OF     THE^ 
FOR   THB 

REMOVAL  OF  THE  PEOPLE  OF  COLOUR, 


To  the  Honorable, 

The  General  Jlssembly  oj  Maryland, 

The  Board  of  Manaajers  appointed  under  the  provisions 
of  "An  act  relating  to  tlie  people  of  colour  of  this  State"  re- 
spectfully fiuhrnit  ihisv  rerport^Qf  Iheiy  proceedings  during 
the  past  year. 

In  their  last  report  they  stated,  that  "The  Maryland  State 
Colonization  Society"  had  .determined,  for  reasons  which 
seemed  conclusive  to  this  Board,  to  found  on  the  Liberian 
coast  of  Africa  a  Colony  which  should  be  under  their  own 
exclusive  jurisdiction  and  coii'trol,  and  that,  in  pursuance  of 
this  design,  the  brig  Ann  had  been  despatched  from  Balti- 
more with  eighteen  emigrants  under 'the  gbvernmeiii  of  Dr. 
Hall,  a  gentleman  qualified  for  such  a  trust  in.every  respect, 
but  particularly  by  his  great  experience.  On  its  way,  out, 
this  expedition  touched  at  Monrovia  and  Grand  Bassa,  when 
it  embarked,  by  the  liberalpern^issjpn  of  the  American  Col- 
onization Society,  thirty  five-,  per^ofts,  almost  all  of  whom 
were  old  and  well  accfmiated  Eniigrauts,  and origift ally  frq|n 
Maryland,  and  reached  Cape  Palmasits  point  of  destiiiation 
early  in  February.  On  the  l^th,  of  the  month,  a  ,  sufficient 
Territory  in  that  most  eligible  posi(,ion  was  purchased  from 
the  natives  and  occupied,  under  circumstances  of  a  peculi- 
arly gratifying  character.  ,  The  "ew  Colony  was  named 
"Maryland  in  Liberia,", a?, a.  perpetual  memento  of  the  wis 
dom  and  philanthropy  of  this  State.  All  subsequent  advices 
are  of  the  most  cheering  description,  not  founded  upon  the 
ory  or  enthu?iasnt,  h\\\  facts.     For  details,  we  respectfull 
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refer  to  the  accompanying  statement  addressed  to  us  by  the 
Society. 

Thjs  first  great  step  in  the  Maryland  system  of  Coloni- 
zation, securing  to  her  an  ever  enlarging  receptacle  for  her 
coloured  population,  beyond  the  influence  of  the  opinions  or 
legislation  of  other  States  or  individuah.  was  effected  by  the 
aid  of  this  Board.  They  would  have  deemed  it  a  dereliction 
'of  the'radsi  sacred  of  their  duties,  not  to  have  provided  an 
asylum,  to  which  all  that  population  who  are  at  liberty  to  go 
may  safely  be  urged  to  emigrate  for  their  own  advantage. 
The  sums  advanced  by  this  Board,  though  for  one  of  their 
appropriate  purposes,  are  (o  be  refunded  by  tlie  Society 
hereafter,  in  the  transportation  of  Emigrants, 

On  the  14th  of  this  month  the  Society  despatched  the 
brig  Bourne  for  Cape  Palnias  with  forty  eight  emigrants, 
which  will  increase  the  number  of  inhabitants  of  the  Colony 
to  upwards  of  one  hundred.  For  each  passenger  by  the 
Bourne,  this  Board  have  allowed  the  Society  fifty  dollars, 
including  every  expense,  both  of  transportation  and  mainte- 
nance. Of  tlie  fifty  eight  persons,  it  deserves  to  be  remark- 
ed, twenty  seven  were  manumitted  expressly  for  this  purpose. 
The  character  of  the  individuals  who  compose  the  expedi- 
tion promises  the  happiest  results,  both  to  the  Colony  and 
to  themselves. 

The  nuaiber  of  msnuniirsions  reported  to  the  Board  in 
1832  wWs  four  hundred  and  fifty  three,  aud  in  1833  three 
hundred  and  seventeen,  a"  large  propprtion  of  which  were 
prospective.  For  1334:  the  number -bfficially  reported  to 
the  Board  has  been  132,  in  addition  to  which  26  of  the  emi- 
grants by  the  Bourne  were  manamitied  by  their  owners,  but 
the  records  have  not  yet  been  received  by  the  Board.  Of 
Ur6  \i  hole  thus  manumitted  in  1S34,  viz:  one  hundred  and 
fifty  eight,  the  freedom  of  upwards  of  one  half  is  prospec- 
tive. 

The  aaiouut  drawn  from  the  Treasury  by  this  Board 
since  their  last  report  is  lour  thousand  dollars.  In  the  act 
of  December  session  1831,  by  which  the  monies  were  ap- 
propriated for  this  object,  the  first  year's  disbursements 
were  limited  to  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  no  further 
limitation  in  that  respect  was  imposed.  It  will  be  observed 
that  the  sums  heretofore  expended,  are  much  below  what 
the  Legislature  seem  to  have  anticipated.  This  Board  have 
endeavoured  to  confine  their  expenditures  to  what  was  in» 
dispensable,  and  if  they  1  ave  thus  far  ellected  all  that  Mary- 
land could  expect  within  sa  short  a  time,  at  so  much  less 
than  the  contemplated  cost,  they  trust  it  \vitl  be  accepted  as 
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an  earnest  of  their  future  economy  and  discretion.    Theen- 
terprize  in  which  they  have  the  honor  to  be  employed,  and 
{lUq       to  which  they  devote  themselves  without  reward,  is  one  that 
'  ^       must  necessarily  proceed  slowly  and  cautiously  at  first,  aad 
its  further  progress  will  be  rapid  and  useful  in  proportion  as 
'  '^'^  '      its  earliest  steps  were  securely  and  firmly  made.    The  libe- 
ral appropriation  by  the  State  will  thus  probably  extend, 
tfV.i      unfelt  by  the  public  except  in  the  benefits  produced,  over 
^'''         fifteen  or  twenty  years;  and  when  it  shall  be  then  exhausted, 
its  effects  will  be  perpetuated  in  the  ability  of  the  enterprise 
to  sustain  itself.     In   order  to  show  the   increasing    favor 
with  which  the  cause  of  Colonization    is  regarded   in  the 
State,  the  Board  beg  leave  to  submit  herewith,  the  accompa- 
nying report  of  their  Agent  to  them.     They   have  also  to 
slate  that  the  Maryland  State  Society  have  determined  to 
Bend  out  two  expeditions   during  the  ensuing  year  with  at 
least  one  hundred  emigrants  in  each. 

The  Board  herewith  respectfully  submit  a  full  account  of 
their  disbursements  duiing  this  year,  the  proper  vouchers 
for  which,  together  with  the  nimutes  of  their  proceedings. 
they  hold  subject  to  any  examination,  it  may  please  your 
Honorable  body  to  direct.
